At that time Mr. Wilkinson 
and members of his family would neither 
affirm or deny the report. 

THE KEASONS ADVANCED. 

Various reasons were advanced as to the 
rupture between Miss Davis and Mr. Wilkin- 
son, the chief being that it was the young 
lady’s desire that the engagement be broken 
on account of Mr. Wilkinson’s financial 
prospects. The burning of the fine old home- 
stead in July was’ referred to as 
a lossof much moment. This was considered 
by the majority as a great injustice to Miss 
Davis, and Mr. Wilkinson’s statement to your 
correspondent today, goes to show as much.

THE JUDICIARY REPORT. 


The Mississippi Convention Adops Several 
More Sections of It. 


JACKSON, Miss., October 13.—The constitu- 
tional convention today disposed of section 
3, of the judiciary report by adopting the fol- 
lowing, proposed by Colonel Muldrow: 

The supreme court shall have no jurisdiction 
but such as properly belongs to the supreme 
court, and no judgment or decree injany chancery 
or circuit court rendered ina civil case shall be 
reversed or annulled on the ground of a want of 
jurisdiction to render said decree arising from 
error or mnistake of court as to whether the cause 
in which it was rendered was of equity or common 
law jurisdiction, but if the supreme court shall 
find error inthe proceedings, other than as to 
jurisdiction, then it shall be necessary to remand 
the case. The supreme court may remand it to 
that court which can best determine the con- 
troversy. 

The convention then adopted a section de- 
claring that the termfof judges of the supreme 
court shall be uine years, the  oftice 
of one of them to become vacant every three 
years, no person to be eligible unless thirty 
years old and five years an attorney and a citi- 
zen of the state, vacancies to be filled by ap- 
pointment. 

The legislature shall divide the state into 
chancery and circuit districts, judges to be ap- 
pointed by the government with consent of the 
senate and to hold office four years. No person 
shall be eligible to appointment unless twenty- 
six yearsold and a practicing attorney and 
@ citizen of the state for five years.

ON THY UNITED STATES SUPREME 
F COURT BENCH. 


THE DEATH OF JUSTICE MILLER. 


Surrounded By\His Family and Friends the 
Judge thes His Last-—A Short 
of the Deceased. 


Wasutxaton, October 13.—Justice Miller, of 
the United States supreme court, died at 10:50 
o'clock tonight. He had been unconscious 
since Friday nig! t,and since Saturday his 
death had been expected at any moment. He 
surprised his physicians by the remarkable 
vitality he displayed, He was born in Rich- 
mond, Ky., in 1816, and was graduated from 
the university of Transylvania. After study- 
ing and pra >ticing medicine fora few years, 
he turned h s attention to law,in which he 
made progres. In 1848 he bogan to differ 
from his nvighbors on the slavery question, 
and his yiews in favor of negro 
emancipation caused him, in 1850, to remove 
from Kentucky to Iowa, where he 
became one of the leaders of the republican 
party. declinigg all offices, however. In 1862 

resident Lingoln appointed him justice of 
the supreme c@urt, and he had served on the 
bench ever ce, taking rank with the fore- 
most jurists ® constitutional expounder. 
The Liaughtel cases are his last known 
opinions. Persghally, he was popular wherever 
known. He was of large, sturdy constitution, 
& good liver, democratic in manners and good- 
humored. Many thought he would get the 
chief justiceship when Waite and Fuller were 
appointed.

Soon after death the face of the justice, 
which had become somwhat drawn during the 
last day of his illness, changed to a perfect 
natural condition, and he looked as if ina 
quiet sleep. 

No arrangements for the funeral will be 
made until tomorrow, But it is certain that his 
remains will be removed to his home, at Keo- 
kuk, Ia., where they will be interred in the 
family burying ground. 

Tomorrow the supreme court will meet as 
usual at 12 o’clock, and after the announce- 
ment of the death of Associate Justice Miller 
by Chief Justice Fuller, the court will adjourn. 
The justices will then consult with Mrs. Miller 
as to the time of burial and funeral arrange- 
ments.

The Ex-Secretary of War Found Dead in 


His Room, 


WASHINGTON, October 13.—General W. W. 
Belknap, secretary of war under President 
Grant’s administration, wa found dead in his 
bed about 9 o’clock this morning. Itis be- 
lieved that death occurred between 1 o’clock 
Saturday night and 9 o’clock Sunday morning. 
From John W. Cameron, General Belknap’s 
business associate, it is learted that for some 
time it has been the general’s: habit to meet a

About 8:30 o’clock this mornifty Mr. Came- 
eron arrived at the building and taking the 
mail for himself and the general from the box 
on the first floor proceeded ® the second 
where their office and the gengral’s apart- 
ments are located. 

A SERVANT GIRL GIVES THE ALARM. 

He separated the general’s {mail from his 
own which he began reading, ¥hen the servant 
girl who keeps the room in ordr rapped at the 
door and inquired if General Belknap was out 
of the city, saying that she had several times 
since Sunday morning tried the doors but 
found them locked. 

Mr. Cameron, startled at what the girl had 
said, immediately tried the doors himself, but 
they werelocked. The janitor wassummoned, 
and bringing a step-ladder looked throagh the 


transom over the door leading from the public 
hall into the general’s sitting room. He could 


see the general’s hat on a table and his coat 
and vest upon a chair standing near, The 
step-ladder was then placed against tha door 
leading into his bedroom. Thebed was then 
seen, and the general, lying partly uncovered, 
onit. His left arm was bent rigidly towards 
his head, and his left hand tightly clutched as 
though death had come while he was in con- 
Ss. 
v"The bedclothes were somewhat disarringed, 
as if there had been a slight struggle for breath. 
A physician was summoned, who, alter mak- 
a ibrief examination, expressed . the 
opinion that death had resulted from a stroke 
of apopleny. 
MRS. BELKNAP SUMMONED. 

The coroner soon arrived and took the lody 
in charge and an autopsy will be held laer. 
Mrs. Belknap, who has been at Newport ind 
other seaside resorts during the sumker 
months, but in New York city during the hst 
few weeks, was summoned by telegraph, aad 
also the generals’ son, Hugh, from his homie 
in Chicago, where he is employed in the offig 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company, 
For some years past, General Belknap ha 
been an almost constant sufferer from 
gout, and in Febru last he_ had 
so severe an attack that he hardly left his 
room for three months or more. During that, 
time he lost in flesh between thirty and forty 

unds, and since then he has been in poor 
health. In consequence of his long illness his 
business has suffered, and this has worried him 
at times. Mr. Cameron lastsaw the general at 
about 3 o’clock Saturday afternoon. He had 
been talking of his business and seemod some- 
what depressed, but before Mr. Cameron left 
him he had, in a measure, regained his \ tal 
cheerfulness.

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| POOR PORTUGAL. 


ENGLAND GIVING THE PORTUGUESE 
MORE TROUBLE 


BY TAKING MORE LAND IN AFRICA. 


British Gunboats Ascend Zambezi River— 
One of the Portuguese Men-of-War 
Run Down and Sunk. 


Lisson, October 13.—Conflicting reports 
shave been received here regarding the situa- 
ion of affairs atthe mouth of the Zambezi 
river. One of the reports alleges that one of 
the British stern-wheel gunboats attempted to 
passupthe river, to prevent which the 
Portuguese gunboats had been anchored across 
the mouth of the river with instructions to 
passively resist the passage of British vessels, 
aud that she ran down and sank one of the Por- 
tuguese warships. Another report says the 
British gunboats have not yet started from 
Zanzibar. 

THE NEWS CONFIRMED. 

The Times’s Lisbon correspondent says a 
telegram from Mozambique reports that a 
British force of 800 penetrated to Manica and 
that two gunboats have entered Zambezi river. 
This news has removed all reluctance on the 
part of the ministers to assist Sendr Sousa, 
who had visited the king on Saturday night to 
decline the task of forming a new cabinet. 
Thus the crisis is ended. The papers abuse 
England with greater violence than ever. 

The governor of Mozambique, in a dispatch 


f dated the 1ith instant, confirms the report of 


the meng of British gunboats into the Zambezi 
river. The Portuguese protested against the 
advance of the British fleet. : 


A LONDON BLAZE, 


| {In Which Several Workmen Lose Their 


Lives by Jumping from Windows. 


Lonpon, October 13.—A four-story building 
on Middle street, occupied by Rowley & 
Brock, hats, caps and helmet manufacturers 
and government contractors for military héad- 
gear, was destroyed by fire this afternoon, Six 
persons were burned to death and thirteen 
seriously injured. The premises occupied a 
frontage of thirty feet on Middle street and 
the same frontage on Clothfair, and extended 
thence fifty feet to Newbury{street, where was 
situated the entrance used by the people who 
worked inthe building. The fire broke out 
at 10 o’clock in the workshops on the upper 
floor. There were thirty persons in the 
building. Two minutes after the fire was dis- 
covered, the whole building was a mass of 
The spread of the fire was so rapid 
that the work people found every avenue of 
escape, except the windows, cut off. Through 
these some of the employes jumped to the 
ground. Five women employed by the firm 
were killed by jumping from the windows. 


MORE DELAY IN THE TRIAL. 


The Tipperary Court Adjourns on Account 
of O’Mahony’s Lilness. 

Dustin, October 13.—The case of the crown 
against Dillon and O’Brien, and ten other de- 
fendants, was resumed before the stipendiary 
magistrates, Irwin and Shannon, at Tipperary 
today. John Edgar O’ Mahony, one of the de- 
fendants whose absence from the court because 
ofsickness has been the cause of several tilts, 
was not able to be present, and medical evi- 
dence was submitted to show that he could not 
appear for several days, and that even then 
the excitement might cause a recurrence of 
his illness. Crown Prosecutor Ronan closely 

uestioned the doctor as to the cause of the 

cknes3. The counsel for the defense de- 
neunced the questions as horrible and bar- 
barous. Mr. Ronan then insisted on adjourn- 
ment because of Mr. O’Mahony’s absence, and 
the court granted the motion, against the pro- 
tests of defendants’ counsel.

Lonpon, October 13.—The bishop of London, 
today performed a special reconsecration ser- 
vice in St. Paul’s cathedral to purge the 
edifice from the defilement caused by the 
suicide which occurred in the historic building 
on September 28th. Accoréing to old tradi- 
tions of the church, shedding of blood in a 
place dedicated to God, deprives the building 
of its sacred character, which can only be re- 
stored by anew consecration service, similar 
to the one performed today, which is unpre- 
cedented in the history of the cathedral.

THE AMERICUS RIOTERS. 


Several Bound Over for Trial Before a 
Higher Court. 


Americus, Ga., October 13.—[Special.]— 
Today the riotous negroes who were arrested 
Saturday by the police, as heretofore detailed 
in THE CONSTITUTION, were brought before 
the mayor’s court and fined from $5 to $15 
each, for disorderly conduct. They were then 
taken on warrants under the charge of riot 
before Judge J. B. Pillsbury, of the county 
court, for preliminary hearing. 

Felix Stallings, an old man and the original 
offender, waived commitment trial and gave 
bond in the sum of $1,300 for his appearance 
at the superior court. Several influential and 
well-to-do colored men and negroes here mak- 
ing the required bond, as he 
bears a good character where known. His 
two sons, Dallas and Tom Stallings, with 
Henry Bird and two others, were arrested to- 
day. John Hollman and Jim Daniel are still 
in custody in default of a $1,000 bond each, 
and unless these are given by tomgrrow noon 
they will be jailed pending their trial by the 
county court.

TO BE TRIED BY A CHURCH COMMIT- 
TEE IN PULASKI, 


ACCUSED OF ABANDONING A CHARGE 
The First Report Ordering 2 Trial Non- 


Concurred in—The Bishop Then 
Acts on His Own Motion. 


PuLasK!, Tenn., October 13.—{Special.}— 
There was a large attendance upon the session 
of the Tennessee conference of the Methodist 
church today, owing to the fact that further 
developments in the case of Rev. D. C. Kelley, 
prohibition candidate for governor, were 
looked for. 

THE REPORT NON-CONCURRED IN. 

Immediately after the approval of the min- 
utes of Saturday’s session, the committee of 
inquiry reported unanimously that a trial of 
Dr. Kelley was necessary. 

Elder T. J. Duncan moved to non-concur in 
this report. 

Dr. Kelley spoke briefly, saying that he had 
only resigned the salary of his charge; that a 
supernumerary was filling his church; that 
he held himself ever ready to 
answer any cal] from his bishop or presiding 
elder, and had filled several! appoinments 
since he was alleged to have quit his work. 

The report was non-concurred,in by a vote of 
116 to 25. The discipline says that if the report 
of the committee be non-concurred in, a sea. 
ond committee ‘“‘may’”’ be appointed. 

THE BISHOP ACTS. 

As soon asthe decision of the conference 
was announced, Bishop Hargrove said he con- 
sidered it his duty to appoint another commit- 
tee, and thereupon named a new committee of 
three members, allof whom yoted against 
the motion to non-concur. 

Afteran hogr’s session this committee re- 
ported that it considered a trial of Dr. Kelley 
necessary, and as the conference has, under 
the law, nothing to do with this second report, 
Dr, Kelley will now certainly be tried upon 
the charge of having deserted his charge. 

Bishop Hargrove was about to appoint the 
committee of trial, when several questions of 
law were raised, it being argued that he could 
only appoint the chairman and that it was the 
privilege of the conference to select the other 
members. The bishop took these questions 
under consideration, and will decide them to- 
morrow.

MonTGOMERY, Ala., October 13.—[Special.] 
News has just been received here of a shoot- 
ing affair between Sam Johnston and John 
illiams, on the plantation of Dr. R. S. Will- 
lams, near Mt. Meigs, in this county.

Jonn Williams there, he having called at the 
house to see a negro woinan who took refuge 
from him in Johnston’s home. When John- 
son arrived, the woman appealed to him for 
protection against* Williams, and Johnson, 
turning to Williams. ordered him off the 
place. After some further words, Williams 
pulled his pistol and shot Johnson. As soon 
as Williams fired the fatal shot he left the 
vicinity, and up to this time has managed to 
evade capture, though nearly all the negroes 
living in the neighborhood of the shooting 
have joined .in pursuit of the fugitive.

The creditors then appointed a committee, 

ei ne the presidents of the First, 

ple’s National banks, to secure 

er iad and send to the mill at Empire and 

ycney, Ala., to investigate and report the 
exact state of affairs. 

It was developed at the meeting that the 
mortgage of $104,000 given to R. A. Ander. 
son, a brother of J. C. Anderson, was tosecure 
him for certain notes of the Indianapolis Car 
Company. The car company gave its notes to 
the Empire company, Which the Empire com- 
pany had discounted at the Chattanooga banks 
with their endorsement, and the endorsement 
of R. A. Anderson. The Empire company 
did not give mortgages to R. A. Anderson until 
the notes of the car company were protested, 
and then the Empire company only desired to 
protect its endorsers. 

The Empire mills had been furnishing the 
car company with about $15,000 worth of lum- 
ber per month, for which they accepted the 
notes of the car company. They were unable 
tocarry these notes and. discounted them. at 
the banks, by having them endorsed by R. A. 
Anderson. 

Additional mortgages of $20,000 also rests 
on the Empire mills. These mortgages are to 
Hill & Hiarris, of Macon, for $5,000, and to 
Wiliiam Heath, of Atlanta, who was in the 
employ of the millsat Empire, and who had 
endorsed for the company. The amount due 
Heath is said to be about $335,000. 

The mortgage given to Hill & Harris is for 
Bervices rendered as general counsel for the 
concern. 

OTHER POINTS. 

THE CoNsTITUTION learns that the oniy 
Macon firms to whom the concern is indebted 
are: S. Waxelbaum & Son, $3,700; Ham 
Adams & Co., about $2,000: Exchange bank, 
$2,500; A. Gibian & Co., about $3,500. Be- 
sides these, there are firms who have accepted 
a number of small drafts given by the concern, 
but these will amount to comparatively little. 

The failure was brouglit to a head by an at- 
tachment served by Waxelbaum & Co. on the 
property at Empire last Friday. It is gen- 
erally understood that the Macon creditors 
are protected. It is said that an Albany bank 
is also a creditor. 

On Saturday Mr. J. W. Hightower, the sec- 
retary and treasurer and general manager of 
the company, was appointed temporary roe- 
ceiver by Judge D. M. Roberts, at Eastman. 
Mr. Hightower is a most excellent man in 
every respect, and is thoroughly conversant 
with the business, 

THE CONSTITUTION is informed today, how- 
ever, that Lawyer Turner, representing Macon 
creditors, wert to Twiggs court and had Judge 
Roberts to revoke the appointment of Mr. 
Hightower and appoint Mr, Peacock tempo- 
rary receiver instead. 

It is thought by some that the company will 
be able to straighten out affairs and resume 
business. 

The fact that the assets of the company are 
s0 widely scattered made it impossible to real- 
ize in time to meet maturing notes and other 
papers. : 

Asan evidence of the faith of ereditors in 

he company, it can be stated thata certain 
banker to whom the company is indebted, 
offered to loan it $10,000, if that amount of 
ready cash could tide the company over in 
any way. 

In the above connection the following tele- 
gram from Indianapolis may be interesting: 

‘“‘John V oorhecs, purchasing agent of the 
Indianapolis Car Works Company, and a 
creditor for $2,500, last Friday afternoon made 
application for the appointment of a receiver, 
alleging that the company was insolvent.

760,000. ‘The indebtedness is placed at about 
$700,000, of which $150,000 is due creditors 
and $100,000 to stockholders, and in his ap- 
plicaion Mr. Voorhees alleges that these are 
pressing, while the remainder could be met in 
the regular course of business.

WHAT KELLY SAYS. 

He said he came here and put up at Captain 
Lampkin’s hotel. Thursday night he counted 
his money, which amounted to $140. He 
took off his coat, and started to go to bed. 
Here Reaves and Lam pkin entered the room, 
caught hold of him and demanded his money. 
He gave itup, when they threatened to kill 
him. He ran from the house and told a police- 
man he had been robbed. The policeman 
told him to swear out a warrant. He went to 
the Commercial, obtained lodging and didn’t 
come out again until Saturday, being afraid 
to doso. He then swore out the warrants 
which formed the basis of the case, before 
Justice Fuller today. 

LAMPKIN AND REAVES TALK. 

The statement of Messrs. Reayesand Lamp- 
kin isas follows: Kelly came to Lampkin’s 
and put up for three days.’ He peddled 
watches and spectacles. He swapped a brass 
watch toa Mr. Doyle for a gold-plated one. 
Doyle came down from Kelly’s room and said 
he had been cheated. Mr. Reaves went back 
with him and secured the watch which Doyle 
had swapped Kelly. They then came back. 
During the day Kelly carried. several men to 
his room and created a distu®bance. Mr. 
Lampkin went up to his room and told him he 
was tired of such conduct, and for him to get 
out. He told Lampkin he didn’t have any 
money. Lampkin told him he knew he did 
have money, for he had seen it. Kelly asked 
Lampkin to search him. Lampkin refused to 
search him, and Reaves, in the presence of a 
Mr. Peeler, searched fhim. He found $2.40 
on his person. This Kelly paid to 
Lampkin. Kelly then told Lampkin he 
had no money to get board with, and Lampkin 
gave hinfback a dollar. Kelly said to Lamp- 
kin: “Keep my pack and I will pay you.” 
Lampkin went and locked up the pack. He 
examined it in the presence of Mr. Coleman, 
and found $40 in it, which he returned to Kelly 
afterwards. Kelly went up the street and was 
met by Policeman Hayes, who says that at 
that time Kelly was in a beastly state of intox- 
ication. Mr. Lampkin says Kelly was drink- 
ing, and making a regular barroom of his 
place, and he ejected him. 

AN OLD OFFENDER, 

Mr. C. B. Veronell states that he turned 
Kelly out of his house a few years since 
for the same cause. The warrants were dis- 
charged by Justice Fuller, and the matter as- 
sumes another shape.

Lectures Upon “The Use of Being Knocked 
Down.” 

Dr. J. W. Lee delivered a very fine lecture 
at Walker Street Methodist church last even- 
ing. 
His subject was ‘‘The Use of Being Knocked 
Down.” 

Dr. Lee applied his subject: 1. To the mak- 
ing of nations. On the two great rivers of the 
east,the Euphrates and Nile, the most brilliant 
civilizations of ancient times were built up. 
These rivers flowed through and fertilized the 
fairest portions of the globe. The people gained 
wealth without effort. It was gathered from 
the spontaneous productions of the earth. 
They were subjected to no knock downs in 
getting it. Hence they did not hold it long, 
and gained no valuable acquisitions to charac- 
terin the process of getting it. They soon 
died of inanity and corrupt luxury. They 
left no valuable literature and art to posterity. 

There was a little strip of mountainous 
eountry situated between these great rivers, 


into which Abraham moved with his family and | 


dependents to build a civilization. The means 
of subsistence were hard to get. The soil was 
barren and unpromising. Therefore the peo- 
ple had to put thought and effortintothe soil 
to make it respond with fruits and food.

plied by persistence and greater effort. 
result was they secured allthe grapes and 
honey and cornthey needed, besides intel- 
lectual and moral strength, which made them 
the greatest nation of ancient times. 
Jews left law and poetry aud literature that 
continue in our day to bless mankind. They 
were in captivity first by one nation and then 
by another; they were — subjected 
to all kinds of privations and 
oppressions. ‘Thus amid hard and forbidding 
conditions they wrought out a civilization that 
will bless mankind forever. Their knock- 
downs only served to bring out the enduring 
and noble elements of character, so wonderfully 
displayed in Moses and Isaiah.

As in the case. of Judea, Greece 
had none-of the easy conditions of life found 
in Egypt and Babylon.

LINCOLN’S MELANCHOLY.

His Sympathetic Nature and His Early 
Misfortunes. 


Those who saw much of Abraham Lincoln 
during the later years of his life, were greatly 
impressed with the expression of profound mel- 
ancholy his face atways wore in repose. 

Mr. Lincoln was of a peculiarly sympathetic 
and kindly nature. These strong cliaracter- 
istics influenced very happily, as it proved, his 
entire political carcer. They would not seem, 
at first glance, to be efficient aids to political 
success; but in the peculiar emergency which 
Lincoln, in the providence of God, was called 
to meet, no vessel of common clay could possi- 
bly have become the “‘chosen of the Lord.’ 

Those acquainted with him from boyhood 
knew that early griefs tinged his whole life 
with sadness. His partner in the grocery busi-

Some time ago Policeman Abbi

Solicitor O’ Bryan, of the city couft, swore out 
a number of accusations against @ number of 
objectionable characters-on Edgewood avenue 
and side streets adjacent. 

The cases were proseeuted in the city court 
and the women were fined. 

Shortly after the accusations were sworn 
out, the matter came to Chief Connolly’s 
notice, and he preferred charges against 
Policeman Abbott before the board of police 
commissioners. 

Several times the case has been postponed, 
but last night the witnesses were all present 
and the case was disposed of. 

Just here it may be stated that the charges 
against Mr. Abbott were not substatiated so 
far as’wrongful condact and violating orders 
are concerned, and he was cleared. 

It was the developments qf the evidence 
that rendered the case more /than ordinarily 
interesting. 

Colonel W. D. Ellis represdnted Officer Ab- 
bott before the commissiones® Jast night. He 
pleaded guilty for the offig@r in regard to 
swearing out the accusatio 

Chief Connolly, Captai 
geant Curthrignt were intr

tions not to make cases against disreputable 
characters without: consul#ng the chief, or 
upon written complaint byproperty owners or 
residents of the neighborh¢od. 

But it seems that the pmperty owners and 
residents along Edgewood/avenue, especially 
officers of the East Atlanta Land Company, 
have been using vigorous efforts torid that 
otherwise beantiful thorgughfare of its only 
objectionable feature. 

This appeared by the testimony of Mr. Joel 
Hurt, who appeared befere the board to show 
the urgent necessity for the action which 
Policeman Abbott had taken at Solictor 
O’Bryan instance. 

Previous to Mr. Hurt’s appearance, Solictor 
O’Bryan gave his testimony. He said he had 
gotten Policeman Abbott to swear out the 
accusations because he could not get Chief 
Connolly or other officers of the force to do the 
work. He had been approached by citizens 
and appealed to, to have the portion of the 
city referred to, rid of the objectionable 
characters on numerous occasions, and in 
reference to these appeals he had tried to get 
the police to make accusations, and had failed. 

When he failed to get Chief Connolly to 
take a hand in the matter, Solicitor O’ Bryan 
said he concluded to goit alone. Accordingly 
he called in Officer Abbott, and the accusa- 
tions were sworn out and prosecuted. He 
stated that, in his opinion, the officer had done 
work which he ought to be commended for, 
and, as for himself, he declared he would con- 
tinue on the samé course until the residence 
portion of the city, in the Edgewood avenue 
vicinity where it was most complained of, was 
entirely freed from the evil houses and evil- 
doers who infeged it, and asked the police 
commission ank the police department to give 
him their assiftance and he would break up 
the nuisance, 

Mr. Joel + 49 then made a strong appeal to 
the commigioners on behalf of Edgewood 
avenue, up@® which street his company had 
already sp@it $400,000. He said, as Foster 
strect it haf#been bad enough, but as Edge- 
wood avenfe, up to a month ago, it had been 
exceeding obnoxious to the people who were 
compelled&o traverse it either afoot or on the 
ear line. | 

But, Mt Hart said, during the past month 
many of the disreputable characters had ‘de- 
camped, and “now he was glad to say it was 
comparatively free from such objections. 
He statell, however, that he and _ the 
other propéfy holders wonld not cease 
their efforts inti] the last place was raided 
and the 34 compelled to seek quarters 
elsewhere. He said that indictments would 
be made against the owners of houses rented 
to such chamcters by the grand jury if other 
means failed. 

Mr. Hurtsaid that the respectable residents 
along the street and on adjacent streets felt 
outraged at the way their appeals had been 
treated by the authorities. Since he had ap- 
pealed to Solicitor O’ Bryan, he had noticed a 
great many of these houses bearing ‘‘for rent’’ 
sigzs. He said he had several times seen 
Cnief Connolly on the subject, and had also 
presented a regular petition, specifying -cer- 
tain places and persons, and signed by 
residenté and property owners, This 
congnuiication had failed, he said, 
as had other steps that had been taken.

Let us have a gorgeous flurry of ban- 
ners and bunting. Atlanta must look 
her prettiest during the coming fortnight. 

The Danger in South Carolina. 

Every man, woman and child in the 
south is interested in the situation in 
South Carolina. It is both a threat and 
a peril. It is a menace to the peace and 
prosperity of that state. Its promises of 
evil are such that if a remedy is not 
speedily found, the very men who are 
now engaged in making issues of their 
partisan prejudices will ery out against 
the ruin they have wrought. 

The nomination of Judge Haskell for 
governor by the so-called straighout demo- 
crats precipitates a condition of affairs 
that ought not to be tolerated by the 
white people of South Carolina. They 
have it in their power now to smother 
the desperation of the reckless white men 
who seek to make the negro the _politi- 
cal arbiter of the state, but if they pro- 
pose to move in the matter they will 
have to move quickly. 

What is the platform on which Judge 
Haskell proposes to run? What is the 
point—the meaning of his campaign? 
What is the issue on which he proposes 
to hopelessly divide the democratic party 
the balance of power over 
to the negroes? Why, simply prejudice. 
The whole movement is based on 
the fact that there are a number of 
lionest, but very reckless politicians in 
South Carolina who resent Tillman and 
Tillman’s candidacy in a personal way, 
and are determined to cry havoc and 
then loose the dogs of war rather than 
support him. Rather than submit to the 
will of a majority of the democratic party 
as expressed at the polls, they are will- 
ing to turn the state government over to 
the control of the negroes. 

It is the old cry, of which we heard 
so much during the summer—anything to 
beat Tillman, who is the choice of an 
overwhelming majority of the white peo- 
ple of South Carolina. So long as Till- 
man represents a majority of the people 
of South Carolina, there can be no ob- 
jection to him, but the so-called straight- 
outs who have nominated Judge Haskell 
propose to make issues of their personal 
prejudices.

Is the Consus a Fraud 7? 

The New York World’s charges of 
fraud in connection with the census re- 
turns are so positively made that a re- 
enumeration will doubtless be ordered in 
many localities, and some of the officials 
concerned may have to stand an investi- 
gation. 

It is alleged that a congressman and 
two leading politicians in Brooklyn, be- 
sides half a dozen clerks in the census 
office, are mixed up in this fraud up 
the people, and it is claimed that other 
prominent persons will be inculpated 
when the facts are brought to light. 

Briefly summarized, The World’s charges 
are as follows: In order to retain a re- 
publican congressional majority the lead- 
ers of the dominant party induced certain 
unscrupulous officials to defraud many 
states out of their lawful congressional 
representation. In a secret office in Wash- 
ington a number of trusted clerks were 
set to work to alter the true census re- 
turns, by scaling down or increasing 
totals so as to make dishonest reports of 
the growth of democratic states. One re- 
sult of this conspiracy was to scale down 
the population of New York city 133,- 
000 ! 

But the worst part of the story is to 
come. An order was given to an official 
in the census office, with or without the 
approval of high authorities, to reduce 
the true census of New York state 300, - 
000 souls !

Who Declares that the Governor First Kicked 
the Alliance, Then Discovering Its 
Strength Claims to Love It. 


Editor Brown, of The Southern Alliance 
Farmer, who has been so prominent in the 
State campaign, furnishes. the following letter: 

Epiror ConstirvTion: Not unmindful of 
Governor Gordon's ability in writing cards, but 
conscious of the justi¢e of the position taken by 
the alliance and its leaders inthe pending contest 
for the senatorship, and owing to my great. desire 
for alliance success and prosperityjI feel-it a duty 
lowe because of the trusts repesed inme and the 
honor confered on me by the order, to reply 
thereto as best I can. Stripped of its repetions 

“the governor’s card claims: 

1. That he is not an enemy of the alliance but is 
its friend; that he isnot the enemy of alliance 
principles, but that he defends itsprinciples “and 
every one of those principles;” that he 
has always entouraped the alliance; that he 
has not attacked the galliance leaders, but acted 
in self-defense when attacked by them; and that 
he has not changed front in his position towards 
the alliance. 

2. That he is not responsible for the present in- 
dependentism in Georgia. 

3. That he is against the money power. 

4, That his character bas been attacked. 

AS to the first proposition— 

On May 22, 1890, 1 wrote Governor Gordon asking 
his approval and endorsement of the Alliance and 
its platform. 

On May 23d Governor Gordon: answered this 
letter, and the best idea I can give of. his reply is 
to quote the headlines under which it was inserted 


in the Southern Alliance Farmer, viz: “Gordon , 


Endotses—He Hails the Alliance and Its Issues 
With Delight.” In that paper I consistently sup- 
ported him for United States senator, as its col- 
umns will show. (No dark and damning cloud as 
to who owned ifs stock or furnished the money to 
run it then.) Colonel Livingston, in his canvass 
against Judge Stewart, publicly taxed 
his opponent with opposing the  sub- 
treasury plan, when Grover Cleveland 
was for it and John B. Gotdon was forit. (No dark 
cloud hanging over Livingston then.) This con- 
tinued on through Governor Gordon's LaGrange 
speech, through the defeat of Stewart, Barnes, 
Clements and Grimes,and up tothe time of his 
speech in Atlanta during the session of the State 
Alliance convention. I was prosent and heard 
that speech, and neither the speech published in 
THE CONSTITUTION or The Atlanta Journal cor- 
rectly reports what Governor Gordon said, al- 
thoughI am told he furnished the manuscript 
from which both were printed. In that 
speech he said he would not support 
the subtreasury plan—‘‘no, not if it 
cost me forty elections,”’ 

Tuk ConstiTuTiIon’s headlines of August 21st 
are: “Governor Gordon Speaks—He Comes Out 
Squarely Against the Subtreasury,” and of 
August 22d are: “Governor Gordon's Anti-Sub- 
treasury Speech Was Widely Discussed on All 
Sides.” The Augusta Chronicle’s headlines of 
August 2lst are: “Governor Gordon’s ‘No’—Ile 
Meets the Issue and Repudiates the Subtreasury ;”’ 
and the same paper, in its special dispatch from 
Atlanta, reports: ‘‘He (Governor Gordon) declares 
that he would not subscribe to the subtreasury 
pian. ‘Not,’ he added, ‘if it cost me forty elec- 
tions,’”’ 

But it is 
he certainly squarely repudiated the 
subtreasury plan in that speech, 
and the members of the State Alliance convention, 
most of whom heard it on the very next day, unan- 
imousiy passed resolutions Calling on ali alli- 
ancemen in the next legislature to vote for no 
man who took that position. They were satisfied 
with Governor Gordon up to that speech and it 
grieved many a true allianceman to hear him re- 
pudiate this ‘‘fundamental principle” of their 
platform. 

The record does not stop here. 

Every enemy of the alliance in the state rallied 
to Governor Gordon's support and he accepted 
their j services and _ the fight opened. 
The Augusta Chronicle, about the bitterest 
enemy of the alliance amongst the newspapers in 
Georgia, on August 22d, in an editorial, headed, 
“Has Georgia No Leader? She Has,’ uses the 
following language: “Governor Gordon has cut 
the gordian knot and placed himself squarely 
against the subtreasury bill. It was a bold, brave 
declaration and has taken the state by storm. It 
is just what we expected of Governor Gordon. 
Such a declaration comes with good grace from a 
man like Governor Gordon, who has a stronger 
personal following than any man in Georgia, and 
who can afford to stand upon the right and 
face public clamor and class prejudice. * * * 
Governor Gordon has condemned the subtreasury 
system in nouncertain sound. He selected the 
occasion of the gathering of the state alliance in 
Atlanta, and in the fierce light which beat upon 
his high office and upon his candidacy for the 
senate, he declared that he could not subscribe to 
the subtreasury scheme even if it cost him forty 
elections. * * * Let the issue be joined, Gov- 
ernor Gordon can stand the test. * * * The 
fight has been transferred from the congressional 
districts, where close and secret methods hive 
prevailed, to the high comitia of the state, where 
the people are to choose their legislators, and 
these men in turn instructed to elect a United 
States senator for a term of six years. 

“The issue is squarely joined. It was joined in 
the state convention when a candidate, friendly to 
Governor Gordon, was elected permanent chair- 
man.” 

The Macon Telegeaph, Rome Tribune, Savannah 
News, Brunswick Times, Albany News, Dalton 
Citizen, and.all the papers in Georgia opposed to, 
and fighting the alliance, re-echoed this sentiment 
and rushed behind Governor Gordon in his fight 
on the alliance, although most all of them had op- 
posed him in his last race. In the Macon Tele- 
graph, September 4th, in an editorial headed 
“Governor Gordon’s Speech,” there appears the 
following: ‘In a recent speech at the state capi- 
tol, Governor Gordon declared himselt squarely 
against the subtreasury scheme. * * * He 
came out like a man, like a 
statesman and a i ~»patriot, against 4 
wild scheme, which means mischief to the dem- 
ocratic party.” 

After Governor Gordon had taken a week to 
eonsider—on August 29th, in his speech near 
Eatonton—he said, referring to his subtreasury 
position taken in his Atlanta speech:«I knew 
full well that silence on my part meant my unan- 
imous election to the-éenate, but I could not afford 
silence with misapprehension;’’ and, in this 
speech, he reiterated his opposition to the sub- 
treasury plan. 

So, too, with fall knowledge of these publica- 
tions of his utterances and positions made by 
these papers, neither in this speech nor any other, 
has he intimated that these, his warm- 
est allies, were misrepresenting him. 
This silence, on the part of a man 
who 18 on record, that he “cannot afford silence 
with misrepresentation,” should be conclusive of 
his position. This,and much more on the same 
line, all happened before the election. But things 
have changed again, and Governor Gordon, in- 
stead of leaning on the fact that his ‘anti-alliance 
friend was elected chairman of the state conven- 
tion, and that his individual strength could whip 
out the alliance, now sees ONE HUNDRED AXD 
SIXTY-FOUR alliancemen elected to the legisiature, 
and that he can’t get elected senator without their 
yotes. No wonder the governor is our friend 
again, and has forgotten that he ever fought the 
alliance.

BACON'S REPLY 


TO A REQUEST FOR HIM TO OFFER 
FOR THE SENATE. 


He Will Not Be a Candidate, but He Gives 
His Views on the Situation—“This 
Is the Farmers’ Fight.” 


BLACKSHEAR, Ga., October 13.—[Special.]— 
Some time ago Dr. H. Lamar Whatley, of 
Offerman, in this county, wrote a letter to. 
Major A. O. Bacon, stating that his friends in 
southwest Georgia would be glad for him to 
allow the use of his name for the United States 
senate. 

Major Bacon has been absent in Mexico for 
several weeks, and onhis return replied to 
Dr. Whatley’s letter. This reply has been 
obtained by your correspondent. As may be 
seen, Major Bacon says he will not be a candi- 
date in the present-contest, but he indulges in 
some very plain talk on the subject. 

Major Bacon’s Letter. 

Major Bacon’s letter is as follows: 

Macon, Ga., October 7.—Dr. Lamar What- 
ley, Offerman, Pierce County, Georgia. My 
Dear Sir: Absence from the state for several 
weeks has prevented an earlier reply to ‘your 
very kind favor of the 22d ultimo, which was 
not received by me until my return. 

I earnestly appreciate the request which 
you make that I will become a candidate for 
election to the United States senate, the more 
especially as this request comes from one who 
has not heretofore been my political supporter. 
While I thank you for this expression of your 
pomeeenen, which, you kindly state, is shared 

y others, so far as I can now anticipate, I 
will not be a candidate in the present contest. 
As has been shown by my past course, I 
am not indifferent to the honors of 
office, and in this I em not singular. 
It is therefore in no spirit of depreciation of 
the value of such honors that I say that there 
is much to be desired which they cannot give. 
To those who intelligently seek it, there 
is much of happiness as well as 
of personal prosperity, in the walks and pur- 
suits of private life; while to many of those 
who find neither contentment nor pecuniary 
income outside of political office, there are 
frequently the continued animosities of par- 
tisan strife and the beggarly poverty of per- 
sonal fortune which far outweigh the value of 
the prize they win. 

Furthermore, there are times when it is 
most becoming to some to abstain from per- 
sonally pressing their fancied claims. for office 
upon the favor of the public; and.among this 
class I am not reluctant, for the present, at 
least, to recognize my appropriate place. 

With you I share the earnest hope 
that the man selected tothe position of senator 
may be one prepared by capacity and convic- 
tion of purpose to stand in that high place as 
the champion of the agriculturalists in their 
present effort to lift from themselves the bur- 
dens of unjust federal laws now in force, and 
to secure the additional legislation which they 
deem necessary to insure their increased pros- 
perity. No one would contend that the 
farmer's interest is the only interest to be con- 
sidered in the selection of a senator. Otherin- 
terests are entitled to equal consideration. But 
this time this is the farmers’ fight, In this 
contest all other issues are subordinated, and 
the single1ecognized issue is, whether the man 
to be selected will, or will not, standin the sen- 
ate to fight for the farmers, offensively and 
defensively, on the line of battle 
which they themselves have marked 
out. It is a clean-cut’ issue, and 
those who are not with them squarely on that 
line are againstthem. For those who refuse 
tostand on the particularline marked out by 
the farmers, the only escape from the charge 
of hostility to the relief which they seek, lies 
in the yainglorious assumption that their 
wisdom exceeds the combined wisdom 
of the whole agricultural class, and 
that they know better what the farmers need 
than do the farmers themselves. 

For 100 years the farmers of Georgia—in the 
majority inevery legislature without exeep- 
tion which has assembledin the state—have 
elected United States senators on all kinds ot 
issues, and in the interests of various classes 
and industries. But never once in that 
time have they put forward and 
elected a senator purely upon i an 
issue for the particular benefit of the agricult- 
ural interest. After having borne for a gen- 
eration the evils of the most iniquitous and 
discriminating federal legislation, after having 
looked long and in vain for relief fromm many 
conflicting and unsuccessful legislative 
schemes and devices of others, they have 
themselves finally formulated and agreed 
upon a plan which they say and believe will 
give them the needed relief, and bring in- 
creased prosperity to them and to the country. 
They, with theirjdependents, constitute a very 
large majority of the people of Georgia and 


erty within its li © success 
in aca is the foundation of ill 
prosperity, and is absolutely vital 
to the continued existence of every other busi- 
ness in the state.

To the Voters of Fulton County: The attention 
of the old ticket has been called to the damning 
report of the grand jury, concerning their man- 
agement of the jail. This they have dodged by 
referring to Judge Hopkins’s letter as general, 
though the charge of the grand jury was specific. 
The report of the grand jury stands unanswered 
and unanswerable. 

Of 35 cents per diem furnished to feed prisoners, 
they only get the benefit of 10 cents, while 25 cents 
goesto “the combine.” The same grand jury 
condemns their food, limited as it was, as “half 
cooked.”

The next move was to condemn my administra- 
tion, of the office of sheriff and especially the jail, 
by an anonymous writer, signing himself ‘‘Fulton 
County.” The author no doubt was acting under 
the advice and direction of the ‘*Morrow’’ ticket. 
My friends are satisfied with my statement of that 
matter, coupled as it was with a full and close 
exposition of the matter by Judge John L. Hop- 
kins, who stated that his article was intended to 
apply to jails, generally, over the state, and not 
especially Fulton county jail.

THE GENERAL COUNCIIg MBETS IN 
SPECIAL SESSION, 


And Refuses to Buy « Lot for a New Station 
House—Fixing for the Waterworks 
Election—The City’s Garbage. 


The general council convened in special ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon. 

To the roll call Mr. Howell, Mr. Hass, Mr. 
Middlebrooks, Mr. Woodward and Mr. Rein- 
hard, of the board of alderman, and Hr. Hirsch, 
Mr. Kinyon, Mr. Meador, Mr. McBride, Mr. 
Hendrix, Mr. Kontz, Mr. Lambert and Mr. 
Inman, of the council, responded. 

The report of the special committee on the 
purchase of a lot for a new police station was 
read. 

“T move,” said Mr. Meador, ‘“‘that we post- 
pone this matter until the next regular meet- 
ing.”’ 

‘‘As a substitute for that,” said Mr. Rein- 
hardt, ‘I move that we postpone it indefinitely, 
and that the entire question be recommitted to 
the committee. That lotis too low on Ivy 
street, near Edgewood avenue, and $20,000 is 
too much. Then, too, the people in that 
neighborhood object te the police station.’ 

‘‘As a substitute for everything,’’ said Mr. 
Hirsch, ‘I move that we disagree to the re- 
port of the committee and refuse to buy the 
lot.”’ 

Mr. Hendrix related the great trouble the 
special committee had had in securing a lot 
and advocated the trade. 

“Still,” said he, ‘I don’t want to force this 
building on any one who don’t wantit. But 
to postpone atall is simply to kill it alto- 
gether,’’ 

A letter from Mr. Hulsey, the junior mem- 
ber from the third ward, was read. Mr. Hul- 
sey regretted his inability to be present, and 
opposed the purchase of the lot contemplated. 

‘‘T am not familiar with the location of the 
proposed lot,’’ said Mr. McBride. ‘‘But Major 
Toon offers me one on the corner of Courtland 
avenue and Gilmer street for $14,000, and if it 
is correctly represented it is a good place.”’ 

Mr. Lambert favored the purchase suggested 
by Mr. McBride, and spoke of a lot adjoining 
which could be bought cheap. 

“So, you see,”’ he said, ‘the two lots*would 
cost less than the one the committee recom- 
mends ’’ 

Mr. Hirsch’s motion killing the report of the 
committee was adopted. = 

Mr. Inman presented a resolution taking 
$300 away from the $2,500 given the police de- 
partment for policing the exposition, and ap- 
propriating it tothe fire department service 
for the exposition. 

It was adopted. 

**T have a resolution,’’ said Mr. Kontz, ‘‘ap- 
propriating $25 for the decoration of the pub- 
lic buildings on the opening day of the expo- 
sition.”’ 

Mr. Reinhardt opposed it. 

“T’ll give $2 out of my own pocket,” said 
Mr. Hendrix. 

“I won’t,’’ said Mr. Reinhardt, “‘we have got 
no business doing that.’’ 

The council adopted the resolution but the 
board of alderman killed it.

There was a full attendance. 

Mayor Glenn explained that the meeting 
had been called for the purpose of inducing 
the members of the committee to turn out on 
election day and work for the adoption of the 
waterworks bonds.

THE GENERAL COUNCI¥g MBETS IN 


SPECIAL SESSION, 


And Refuses to Buy a Lot for a New Station 
House—Fixing for the Waterworks 
Election—The City's Garbage. 


The general council convened in special ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon. 
To the roll call Mr. Howell, Mr. Hass, Mr. 


Middlebrooks, Mr. Woodward and Mr. Rein- 


hard, of the board of alderman, and Hr. Hirsch, 
Mr. Kinyon, Mr. Meador, Mr. McBride, Mr. 
Hendrix, Mr. Kontz, Mr. Lambert and Mr. 
Inman, of the council, responded. 

The report of the special committee on the 
purchase of a lot for a new police station was 


read. 
“T move,” said Mr. Meador, ‘‘that we post- 


pone this matter until the next regular meet- 


ing.” 

‘‘As a substitute for that,” said Mr. Rein- 
hardt, ‘I move that we postponeit indefinitely, 
and that the entire question be recommitted to 
the committee. That lotis too low on Ivy 
street, near Edgewood avenue, and $20,000 is 
too much. Then, too, the people in that 
neighborhood object te the police station.” 

‘‘As a substitute for everything,’”’ said Mr. 
Hirsch, “I move that we disagree to the re- 
port of the committee and refuse to buy the 
lot.”’ 

Mr. Hendrix related the great trouble the 
special committee had had in securing a lot 
and advocated the trade. 

Still,” said he, ‘I don’t want to force this 
building on any one who don’t wantit. But 
to postpone atall is simply to kill it alto- 
gether,”’ 

A letter from Mr. Hulsey, the junior mem- 
ber from the third ward, was read. Mr. Hul- 
sey regretted his inability to be present, and 
opposed the purchase of the lot contemplated. 

“T am not familiar with the location of the 
proposed lot,’’ said Mr. McBride. ‘‘But Major 
Toon offers me one on the corner of Courtland 
avenue and Gilmer street for $14,000, and if it 
is correctly represented it is a good place.”’ 

Mr. Lambert favored the purchase suggested 
by Mr. McBride, and spoke of a lot adjoining 
which could be bought cheap. 

‘So, you see,”’ he said, ‘‘the two lots*would 
cost less than the one the committee recom- 
mends ”’ 

Mr. Hirsch’s motion killing the report of the 
committee was adopted. . 

Mr. Inman presented a resolution taking 
$300 away from the $2,500 given the police de- 
partment for policing the exposition, and ap- 
propriating it tothe fire department service 
for the exposition. 

It was adopted. 

**T have a resolution,’’ said Mr. Kontz, ‘‘ap- 
propriating $25 for the decoration of the pub- 
lic buildings on the opening day of the expo- 
sition.” 

Mr. Reinhardt opposed it. 

‘I'll give $2 out of my own pocket,” said 
Mr. Hendrix. 

**‘I won’t,’’ said Mr. Reinhardt, ‘‘we have got 
no business doing that.”’ 

The council adopted the resolution but the 
board of alderman killed it. 

Fixing for the Election. 

The waterworks committee, the water board 
and the citizens’ committee on the waterworks 
metin the mayor’s office yesterday morning. 

There was a full attendance. 

Mayor Glenn explained that the meeting 
had been called for the purpose of inducing 
the members of the committee to turn out on 
election day and work for the adoption of the 
waterworks bonds. Every one present prom- 
ised to work for the bonds.

The Railway News says: ‘The St. Louis 
east#. and rate war has been stifled. Central 
traffic and trunk lines absolutely refused to 
pro rate on the cut rates, and the Big Four re- 
fused to follow any further Ohfo and Missis- 
sippi reductions. Roads north and south of 
the Ohio and Mississippi went back to tariff, 
and, as there was nothing else left to fight, the 
Ohio and Mississippi agreed immediately to 
advance to tariff all ratesto points east of 
Cincinnati, and on October 19th all rates be- 
tween St. Louis and Cincinnati. This action 
prevents what might easily have been a disas- 
trous rate war involving all central traflic and 
trunk lines. 


The strike on the Houston and Texas rail- 
road, caused by the employment of negro 
switchmen, is off, the committee from the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen having re- 
fused to make the color line an issue.
